United States Army spokesman 
said today American and Japa- 


nese authorities are making a 
joint study of a Russian-made 


weather balloon found in north- 
ern Japan last Saturday. 

The balloon was described as 
brownish in color and equipped 
with a small. aluminum box be- 
lieved to contain weather ob- 
servation instruments. 

It is about five feet long and 
three and a half feet wide.

}nounced agreement today to 
proclaim the independence 
within the British Common- 


wealth of Britain's biggest dol- 
lar earner—the Federation of 
| Malaya—by Aug. 31, 1957. 

The decision to set free the 
nine Malay states and former 
Straits Settlements of Penang 
and Malacca (now part of the 
federation) does fot affect the 
island of Singapore, a British 
crown colony at the tip of the 


| Malay peninsula and southeast 


Asia's biggest commercial cen- 
ter. 
Singapore, whose population 


fs 75 per cent Chinese, also is 


pressing for ffeedom. 


The announcemeént of inde- 
pendence in 18 months for the 
Malayan federation—which pro- 
duces $500,000,000 worth of tin 
and rubber annually—came in 
a report issued after a three- 
week conference of British and 
Malayan government leaders. 

The report disclosed that 
Britain has transferred control 
of the peninsula’s internal de- 
fense and security to a Malayan 
minister, but it said the fight 
against the Communist guer- 
rilla insurrection which has 
plagued Malaya since 1948 will 
continue to be directed by Brit- 
ish Maj. Gen G. K. Bourne. 

Britain also retained the 
right to Keep troops in Malaya 
during the 18 months before 
independence for ‘external de- 
fense,”’ presumably to guard 
against any Red Chinese thrust

State. 

Prince Abdul Rahman, chief 
minister of the federation who 
led his government's delegation 
at the parley, is understood to 
have asked the British to con- 
tribute at least half of the costs 
of the continuing campaign 
against the Red_ guerrillas. 
Britain’s final answer to the 
request, so far as could be 
learned, has yet to be given. 


Rahman and his colleagues 
also agreed to grant Britain 
“the right to maintain in the 
federation the forces necessary 
for the fulfillment of Common.

British influence in Malaya 
dates back to the beginning of 
the Nineteenth century, with 
Britain gaining dominance over 
the native sultanates late in 
the century.

State Representative A. Clif- 
ford Jones (Rep.) of Clayton de- 
clared today there is ‘“‘absolute- 
ly no need or excuse” for a 
Legislator to accept “expense 
money’ in handling matters for 
a constituent 

The issue arose in the trial of 
State Representative John W 
Green of St. Louis, who was 
found guilty by a circuit court 
jury late vesterday of obtaining 
money under false pretenses, by 
representing he could get a pa- 
role for a convict. His punish- 
ment was fixed at a $1000 fine 


Defends ‘Expense Money.’ 

In the trial, State Represen- 
tative Jennie S. Walsh (Dem.) 
of St. Louis, a defense witness, 
testified she had accepted ‘“‘ex- 
pense money’ when secking to 
obtain a parole for a Missouri 
convict She told the jury it 
was a common practice for leg- 
islators to take expense money 
for “performing personal serv- 
ices.” 

lo my knowledge it is not 
the customary practice of mem- 
bers of the Legislature to take 


expense money in handling 
tters for constituents,’ Jones 

> 

“If a representative inter- 


cedes for a constituent he may 
do so by a signed letter, which 
costs 3 cents. The state gives 
each legislator an over-generous 
supply of postage for this very 
purpose, so it costs him nothing. 

“The value of a written com- 
munication is that it places the 
representative on record and 
prevents a ‘fix.’ A letter will 
suffice for any legitimate re- 
quest to a state department for 
information or service.” 

Concerned Over Paroles. 

Jones who unsuccessfully 
sponsored bills last session to 
up a modern, nonpartisan 
state probation and parole sys- 
tem, declared he is concerned 
most over the politicians’ inter- 
ference with the Missouri Parole 
Board. 

The proposed legislation in- 
cluded provisions for the ap- 
pointment of parole board mem- 
bers by a nonpartisan commis- | 


sion and to enjoin political 
influence in parole matters. 
The bill was passed by the 
House, but it was weakened by 
the Senate and finally vetoed 
by the Governor. 

Jones charged the bill was 


“emasculated” in the Senate 
because “Senate politicians” in- 
sisted upon their right to inter- 
cede in parole matters. 
‘Threat to Penal System.’ 


‘this is harmful, backward 
thinking,’ the St. Louis ie ormen 
legislator said. “The politi 


parole jeopardizes the sates 
penal system in any state. 
Political inteference should not 
be tolerated.” 

Jones said he did not want 
to criticize members of the 
present parole board, whose re- 
appointment the politicians at- 
tempted to block. But he 
charged that Missouri has ha 
parole boards in the past which 
“too frequently heeded _ the 
politicians’ demands.” 

In giving her testimony, 
Walsh said her expenses, in- 
cluding transportation, hotel 
bill and food, were paid six or 
seven years ago, when she made 
two trips to Jefferson City in 
behalf of a convict. Pressed for 
the exact amount she received, 
Mrs. Walsh said she could not 
remember because of the’ 
elapsed time. 

Mrs. Walsh is chairman of the 
special House committee in- 
vestigating the St. Louis Police 
Department. Jones is a member

Greenspan, testifying at the 
hearing which continued today 
said he was not advised of his 
constitutional rights when he 
was called as a witness before 
the grand jury last summer 

He stated he was not told 
that anything he said might be 
used aaginst him and that he 
was a possible defendant in the 
investigation. 

Greenspan, who is asking the 
court to dismiss the charges 
against him on the ground the 
grand jury was unduly influ- 
enced by Dowd, said he -re- 
quested an hour's time to call 
an attorney when he was sum- 
moned as a witness but this

On cross-examination, Dowd 
asked: “Don't you remember my 
making a statement that you 
have been a police officer so 
many years and you know your 
rights, don't you?” 

Greenspan, who has. been 
Suspended by the Police De- 
partment, pending outcome of 
the charges, said he had no 
recollection of any such state- 
ment 

Greenspan said that, although 
he has been a police officer for 
26 years, during which he made 
many court appearances, he had 
no knowledge of an individual's 
constitutional rights. 


“Don’t you remember that I | 


told you anything vou 
say could be used against you?” 
Dowd said. “Don't you re- 
member—in the grand jury or 
any place else?” 

“No,”’ Greenspan replied, add- 
ing: “I asked you, Mr. Dowd, 
for an hour to contact my at- 
torneyv. You refused to give it 


to me. I got about five min- 
utes.” 
Shenker suggested that a 


transcript of Greenspan's testi- 
mony before the grand jury 
would show whether his client 
had been properly advised as to 
his rights. 

Another defense witness,

President said, is that quotas of 
many countries are mortgaged 
far into the future. 
Greek quota is mortgaged until 
the year 2017, he said for ex- 
ample. A total of about 8000 
numbers were mortgaged last 
year, Mr. Eisenhower said. He 
recommended the “elimination 
of this unfairness,” noting that 
the Refugee Relief Act of 1953 
did not impose additional mort- 
gages on quotas but offered spe- 
cial non-quota visas 

In his plea for the establish- 
ment of administrative machin- 
ery to handle “the avalanche”’ 
of private immigration bills, the 


President observed that a re- 
form would permit both Con- 
gress and the Chief Executive 
to devote more time to im- 


portant national problems. This 


aspect of the matter has been 
mentioned in connection with 
reducing the President's work 
load, a subject much discussed 
since President Kisenhower's 
heart attack last Sept. 24 

In the first session of the 
present Congress, Mr. Eisen- 
hower noted, private immigra- 
tion enactments accounted for

private immigration bills were 
introduced. 

For Discretionary Powers. 


Mr. Eisenhower recommend- 
ed the Attorney General be 
given limited discretionary 


powers to grant relief with re- 
spect to admission and deporta- 
tion of aliens. These powers 
would be limited to aliens with 
close relatives in the United 


States, to veterans and to func- | 


tionaries of religious organiza- 
tions, regardless of the techni- 
cal ground on which the aliens 
were 
to deportation. A charge would 
be made against the applicable 


quota in each case 

Persons deemed security risks 
would be Darred and there 
would be a ceiling on the num- 
ber of cases in which discre- 
tionary authority could be exer- 
cised.

The President also suggested 
several other minor changes in

the peaceful uses of atomic 
energy. That report called a 
federal atomic insurance pro-

Discusison of insurance arose 
from an AEC statement that it 
does not require license appli- 
cants to demonstrate financial 
ability to pay possible damage

Senator Clinton P. Anderson 
New Mexico, himself an 
insurance man, inquired about 
the Government's liability even 
in the absence of any Govern- 
ment insurance program he 
noted that licensees must “hold 
the commission harmless” in 
the event of accident, but he 
pointed out that the Government 
by law owns all atomic fuels. 

“The material which blows up 
will be owned by the Federal 
Government,” Anderson § said. 
“Therefore, a claim—I don't 
say properly, but possibly and 


perhaps inevitably—will come 
against the Federal Govern- 
ment.” 


Strauss objected that discus- 
sion of the subject might give 
grounds for a later damage suit 
and that the

sel. William Mitchell, expressed 
the opinion that the Govern- 
ment would not be liable.

In order to rezone

MERICA’S security and the security of the free 
A wore depends to a large degree on our leadership 

in the field of nuclear energy. 

We owe a great debt of gratitude to a small group 
of scientists who have made this possible. The peace 
of the world, in a large measure, was in the hands of 
a few dedicated men, who in 1945 and 1946 ignored 
the postwar stampede to private life, men who resisted 
or turned down tempting offers from industry and 
universities and stayed on at Los Alamos to continue 
research on atomic development. They knew that 
atomic development had just begun, and they wanted 
‘to stay with it because other nations would surely do 
what they could to overcome our lead. 

At midnight on December 31, 1946, a civilian agency— 
the Atomic Energy Commission—took over top management 
of atomic research and production in the United States. 
This Commission consists of five members appointed by the 
President and confirmed by the Senate. 

The AEC has broad powers and full control over its 
own opefations. It is responsible for the conduct of all re- 
search, development and production in the field of atomic 
energy. Only the President, however, can authorize the use 
of an atomic bomb. Only the President can decide the nature 
of the weapons to be made. Only the President can decide 
whether a weapon can be detonated for test purposes. Only 
the President can approve where and when the weapons may 
be shipped or stored. In fact, the President even sets the 
annual goal of the number of bombs and the quantity of ma- 
terial to be produced. 


‘Politics and the Atom Do Not Mix.’ 


I had a great many suggestions made to me about the 
men to be appointed to the Atomic Energy Commission. 
These are the men I finally selected as the first members 
of the Atomic Energy Commission: David E. Lilienthal, des- 
ignated as Chairman, Robert F. Bacher, Sumner T. Pike, 
Strauss and William W. Waymack. 

In choosing the members of the Commission I paid no 
attent As a matter of fact, 
out, not a single member of the original Atomic Energy Com- 
mission was a member of the Democratic Party. Lilienthal 
always called himself an independent in politics. The four 
others were all Republicans. I have always followed the 
principle that politics and the atom do not mix. 

Congress quickly demonstrated its keen interest in em- 
barking upon an extensive debate before confirming the 


nominees to the Commission. The Senate took three months 
before taking final vote in which they confirmed all five. 


But even while awaiting confirmation, the Commission took 
full charge of the atomic program. The first thing they 
did was to analyze and survey the existing situation, and 
three months later they made a report to me. In this, their 
first report, I was advised that there were serious weak- 
nesses in the operation from the standpoint of national de- 
fense and security. The number of bombs was disappoint- 
ing, and those we had were not assembled. The highly 
skilled civilians who had been trained to do the assembling 
had scattered to better paying jobs in private employment. 
The training of military personnel to perform the assembly 
operations was not yet completed. 

While there had been some test explosions at Bikini 
during 1946 for strategic purposes, the more advanced type 
of bomb on hand had yet to be tested. Furthermore, there 
were s¢rious questions about the supply of raw uranium,

First Task to Organize Production. 

The first task, therefore, was to bring the entire pro- 
duction program on an even keel. This meant shutting down 
some facilities and pushing the work of others. 

Of course, the reasons for these actions were not only 
highly technical, they were also reasons which the Russians 
would have giverl much to know about. Senators and Repre- 
sentatives were expressing concern about production, and 
some of them seemed to think that any kind of expansion of 
the atomic program, especially the weapons program, was 
worthwhile. 

The atomic program, furthermore, had to be geared to 
the needs of our foreign policy as well as of our national 
defense, and it was my responsibility as President to main- 
tain a balance between these and other factors all the time. 

I spent considerable time with Brien McMahon in late 
1945 and 1946 while the work on atomic energy legislation 
was going on, and I was impressed by his grasp and under- 
standing of the problems of atomic power. Then, when Sen- 
ator Hickenlooper became Chairman of the Joint Committee 
in January, 1947, he and I held a number of constructive 
meetings in connection with his new duties. 

It was not easy for some members of Congress to realize 
just how complex a thing they were dealing with. On one 
occasion, for instance, Senator Hickenlooper called the White 
House and said his committee urgently needed a certain highly 
classified document. He was quite sure they could not pro- 
ceed unless they had it. 

I invited him to come over to see me, and when he 
came in, I took him to the Cabinet Room, gave him the docu- 
ment and asked him to read it. The document was a long 
one, and about an hour and a half later, the Senator came 
back into my office. He was visibly shaken. 

“IT now wish you hadn’t given me this thing to read,” he 
“I’d rather not have known anything about it.” 

I said, “Now you see why this should not properly be 

brought before your Committee.”

Study and Discussion Before Decisions. 

The Atomic Energy Commission was meticulous in pro- 
viding me with information. Some of it was highly technical 
so that I had to do considerable studying to come to grips 
with it. And, of course, I would never presume to pass judg- 
ment on technical opinions. But I always asked for all 
points of view, even on technical questions, before giving 
approval to any major decision. 

Under the law, I had to fixveach year the amount of 
fissionable materials that should be produced in the follow- 
ing year.,. To,reach a decision, I would have before me a 
joint recommendation from the Defense Department and the 
Atomic Energy Commission. This was always highly secret, 
and exceptional precautons were taken to keep it secret. For 
example, in no document in my office, in the AEC, or any- 
where in government, could anyone find the exact figure of 
the number of bombs in stockpile, or the number of bombs 


to be produced, or the amount of material scheduled for 
production.

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Big Oil's Honor Roll 


If the Big Oil lobby has posted somewhere in 
a suitable place of honor the United States Sena- 
tors it loves the most, the names of at least 11 
Democrats and 25 Republicans must be on it. 

There have been two great giveaways for the 
benefit of Big Oil during this Administration. In 
1953, Congress passed and the President signed 
the offshore oil bill which gave control of such 
resources to the states—always easier for the 
oil interests to manage than the Federal Govern- 
ment. Now in 1956 the Senate has passed and 
sent to the President the bill to exempt natural 
gas producers from regulation. 

Surely any Senator who voted for both bills 
must occupy a high place on Big Oil's roil of 
honor. And any Senator who also voted for the 
Kerr natural gas bill in 1950, the first attempt 
to give Big Oil the bonanza of regulation-free 
gas production, should be awarded an oak leaf 
cluster for extraordinary service. 

Of the 11 Democrats and 25 Republicans who 
supported both offshore oil and natural gas bills, 
9 Democrats and 9 Republicans had earlier sup- 
ported the Kerr bill.

Yet when Guy Mollet, the new premier, ar- 
rived in Algiers for a personal effort to achieve 
a reasonable settlement, he was mobbed by vio- 
lent French “colons.” In the face of this feeling 
Gen. Geofge Catroux, now 79, quit as minister 
resident although he had been appointed less 
than a week ago and had not yet left France. The 
“colons” demand the return of anti-Arab Gen. 
Jacques Soustelle. They continue to count on 
the never justifiable and now impossible policy 
of maintaining their hold by ruthless force. Their 
representatives said so in talks with Mollet after 
the riots, but apparently he remained firm. 

Part of their resentment stems from Mollet’s 
adoption of the Mendes-France policy for A\l- 
geria, a policy applied successfully in Tunisia. 
Yet this imposes no predetermined settlement 
ahd, in Mollet’s words, promises “no miracle cure 
manufactured in Paris offices.” Its two cardinal 
principles are voting equality for natives and 
French, and negotiations for greater home rule. 

No doubt this would set limits to French ex- 
ploitation. But if the “colons” have not already 
set a limit to their days in North Africa by their 
past conduct, this formula‘could enable them to 


play a co-opérative and still profitable role. It 
also offers the natives definite advantages 
through French responsibility in such fields as 
defense and foreign affairs. It is a policy of en- 
lightenment and freedom. 

Mollet’s predecessor, Edgar Faure, subscribed 
to if, but under pressure he delayed its imple- 
mentation and sent military men to Algeria who 
flagrantly ignored instructions. So came the cri- 
sis with which Mollet must deal.

Donnelly-Bench Deadlock Broken 


Gov. Donnelly has finally filled the three 
Jackson county circuit court judgeships created 
by a statute which became effective Aug. 29, 
1953. The intervening two and a half years were 
wasted by his refusal to appoint from the nomi- 
nees presented by the Sixteenth Circuit Judicial 
Commission. The Governor maintained that the 
selections were politically motivated, and said 
several times that he would not fill the vacancies 
unless different nominations were made. 

To a degree, he has had his way. The with- 
drawal of one of the nominees put a new name 
on one of the three-man slates. And after 
changes in its membership, the judicial commis- 
sion rearranged the remaining names on the 
original panels. There 1s a question whether this 
was proper under the ruling of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court that nominations are not to be 
withdrawn except for cause. Even so Gov. Don- 
nelly said he “was in hopes the commission 
would furnish some new names.” Yet he ignored 
the one new nomination, saying: “I had to do 
the best I could.” That is all that was asked of 
him under the non-partisan court plan. 

Primary responsibility for selections rests with 
the judicial commission. Its duty is to nomi- 
nate men of integrity and ability without parti- 
san considerations. If the nominees are not what 
they should be, the fault is not the Governor's. 
But if he may refuse to appoint until he gets 
the name he wants, then the courts really are 
back in politics. 

In the absence of clear evidence that nominees 
are not qualified for the bench, it is not the 
Governor's duty to block operation of the court 
plan. As the state leader of his party, he may be 
more politically-minded than are commission 
members. Be it said here that Gov. Donnelly, a 
Democrat, appointed two Republicans and ons 
Democrat in this instance. 

What has been objectionable in his attitude 
however, has been his attempt to set a precedent 
under which a Governor could manipulate the 
nomination of judges. That is a political activity 
of the sort which caused Missouri to adopt the 
nonpartisan plan.

Labor and Charter Freeholders 

The Central Trades & Labor Union {fs consid- 
ering plans to make recommendations for the 
board of charter freeholders. The union has a 
legitimate interest in the selection of acceptable 
candidates, because it represents many city 


employes and supports the merit system. 


Even more of its members, while not city em- 
ployes, are citizens of the community and so 
have a stake in its efficient government. Labor 
was represented on the last board of freehold- 
ers. So its help in selecting the board is to be 
welcomed—just like that of every other segment 
of St. Louis. 

The wider thé interest in the freeholder cam- 
paign and the more truly representative the can- 
didates are, the better will be the prospect of 
work well done. 


Up in the Air 

Secretary of Dulles says the United States will 
respect the strong views of any nation opposed 
to having American weather balloons sailing over 
its territory. Many Americans may ask why 
Washington should even respond to the way Rus- 
sia has blown up the balloon business. 

If so, let us reverse the situation. Suppose a 
hundred or so Russian weather balloons came 
floating across the United States, carrying radio 
and photographic equipment which, Mr. Dulles 
says, might accidentally photograph ground in- 
stallations. Or suppose Russia copied the tactics 
of private Western propaganda agencies in Eu- 
rope, and sent high on the west wind to this 
country balloons carrying pamphlets — maybe 
even copies of the “Communist Manifesto.” 

Such a reverse twist to the balloon situation 
would tax the sense of humor of many Congress- 
men, and might be regarded as comparable to 
an invasion from Mars. 

Secretary Dulles says the United States be- 
lieves it has the right to send weather balloons 
anywhere in the world, but he also notes that 
the problem of rights to the upper air is not well- 
defined. Hence Mr. Dulles is entirely correct in 
keeping the balloon business open for interna- 
tional discussion. 
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Moving on the Daniel Boone 

Progress does not always move in giant steps. 
Sometimes it comes in small ways, but they are 
important just the same. Alderman Raymond 
Leisure and his streets and sewers committee 
have favorably recommended two bills for the 
city’s portion of the Daniel Boone Expressway. 
A small step, perhaps, but an essential one. 

One of the measures approves the half-mile 
route from the Express Highway at Grand View 
place southwesterly to Richmond Heights. The 
other would permit the city to contract with the 
State Highway Department to build the express- 
way. 

Both bills come up for final passage in the 
full Board next Friday. Their approval will bring 
St. Louis closer to the day when the bulldozers 
move in and the dirt begins to fly. After these 
years of waiting, that will be some day.

A Welcome Campaign ‘Issue’ 

The inability of Missouri to collect interest on 
its bank deposits has been popped into the pre- 
primary campaign. This is a rather unusual “is- 
sue” since it is impossible to blame any candi- 
date for the situation, and since all probably 
will favor a change. And that should be wel- 
come to the taxpayers. 


Failure of the deposits to earn interest—cur- 
rently estimated at about $500,000 a year—is the 
result of a conflict of requirements of the State 
Constitution and federal banking regulations. It 
may well be true, as Dean Bradshaw of the Mis- 
souri University School of Business says, that 
the framers of the constitution in 1944 did not 
intend to deprive the state of this income or to 
provide a windfall for the banks which are the 
custodians of the state’s funds. Certainly the 
voters would not have countenanced such a 
give-away. 

But the fact remains that Missouri now loses 
a substantial amount of money each*year. And 
there is also the possibility of political favoritism 
by granting these large non-interest bearing de- 
posits to favored institutions. Missouri’s “Little 
Hoover Commission” called for a change in 1954, 
and the matter was under discussion several 
times before that. But bills to initiate a consti- 
tutional change have died in the Legislature.

A New World Emerges 


NOTES *OF A NATIVE, by James Baldwin. 

Press, 175 pos., $2.75.) 

Negroes in America occupy a unique 
position in this nation because they have 
no other experience, culture or tradi- 
tion which will serve as a reservoir for 
action or mode of conduct except their 
experience on this continent. The in- 
creasing necessity of the United States 
to maintain and strengthen relations be- 
tween colored nations in Asia and Afri- 
ca in the struggle for freedom against 
Communism, makes a revaluation of in- 
terracial understanding here imperative. 

Basically, James Baldwin has. inter- 
preted the emotions, dreams, ambitions, 
fears and concepts of the American Ne- 
gro from his point of view. He has done 
this by compiling a collection of his 
poignant essays which appeared in 
Harper’s, The Reporter, Partisan Review 
and other publications. 

Mr. Baldwin avoids the trap of at- 
tempting to serve as a spokesman. for 
Negroes as a whole, 
but makes his re- 
flections a personal 
matter. His style of 
writing and selec- 
tion of words show 
the amount of work 
and thought in 
volved in “Notes of 
a Native Son,” as is 
evident in his pro- 
testation of the tra- 
dition of American 
literature concern- 
ing Negroes and 
Hollywood's treat- 
ment of Negroes in 
motion pictures. He 
objectively deals with problems of mi- 
nority groups and points out that anti- 
Semitism among Negroes of Harlem is 
a retaliatory measure against discrim- 
ination by others. 

His most notable chapters concern his 
autobiographical notes and personal ex- 
periences as a Negro in Paris and in a 
Swiss village, where apparently he was 
the first of his race to visit. For the in- 
formation of the reader, this book has 
no reference to the “Native Son” by 
Richard Wright, except that the Wright 
novel is reviewed in one of Baldwin's 
essays. 

It is easy not to hold the author’s 
irony and bitterness as objectionable 
after reading of his experiences. 


With a profound understanding of the 
problems involved, Mr. Baldwin said in 
his concluding chapter: “The idea of 
white supremacy rests simply on the 
fact that white men are the creators of 
civilization and are therefore civiliza- 
tion’s guardians and defenders. Thus it 
is impossible for Americans to accept 
the black man as one of themselves, for 
to do so was to jeopardize their status 
as white men. But not so to accept him 
was to deny his human reality, his hu- 
man weight and complexity, and the 
strain of denying the overwhelmingly 
undeniable forced Americans into ra- 
tionalization so fantastic that they ap- 
proached the pathological.” 


He concludes without fanaticism that 
“this world is white no longer, and it 
will never be white again.”

Granted that there is a phy- 
sical basis for fear in the pos- 
sibility of another war, with the 
explosion of hydrogen bombs 
wrapped in cobalt—there is still 
an explanation required for 
this psychological dread which 
is like a stepchild found on the 
doorstep of modern civiliza- 
tion. 

A great German philosopher, 
Max Picard, explains this dread 
as a souvenir of his flight from 
God, “A man who has forgot- 
ten that he fled from God, 
much less from whom he is in 


something—even though it be 
an evil; an evil can make man 
forget for a second his inner 
dread. Fear is both dreaded 
and loved; one lapses into it 
and is fascinated by it as if it 
were a serpent’s eye. 

A century ago, man feared 
God; now he fears himself. The

stances. Fear can be either 
servile or filial. It is servile 
when it is that which a slave 
has for a cruel master: it is 
filial when it is that which a 
devoted son has for a loving 
father, a love which shrinks or 
fears from hurting one that is

| Comeback of Britains Jet Airliner 


Globe-Circling Flight of Comet Ill Hailed as ‘Vindication’ After Crashes of Earlier Models 
‘By Allen R. Dodd Jr. 


LONDON, Feb. 8 (INS). 

HREE davs before the new 
T vear a British jet airliner, 

streaking eastward from 
Montreal, set a new unofficial 
record for the North Atlantic 
air crossing—3350 miles in six 
hours and 18 minutes 

The first two men to. board 
the shining Comet III after it 
rolled to a stop at London alr- 
port were aviation pioneer Sit 
Geoffrey De Havilland and Si 
Miles Thomas, chairman of the 
board of British Overseas Alir- 
ways Corp. Said Thomas: “It 
has vindicated our faith in 
British jets. 

From England to Egypt to 
Australia to Canada the sleek 
jet airliner had shattered rec- 
ords. The actual purpose of this 
globe-circling flight was not, as 
Thomas implied, to vindicate 


British faith in the Comet, but 
to demonstrate that faith to the 
world 

British faith in the Comet 
neve} wayered through the 
heartbreaking time of tragedy 
in 1954 which followed the 
trailblazing airliners initial 
triumph in 1952 and 1953 

The Comet was born at the 
De Havilland aircraft plant in 


the suburban town of Hatfield, 
18 miles north of London. The 
Allied armies were still fight- 
ing the Nazi hordes in Europe 
when a group of experts in 
Hatfield began weighing Brit- 
ain’s place in postwar commer- 


cial air travel 

At their head was tall, quiet- 
spoken De Havilland, who 
taught himself to fly in the 
eal 1900s in an airplane buill 
with his own hands 

In the first World War hi 
DH-4 was considered the Allies 
best bombe! in the second 
World War. the De Havilland 
\losquito—constructed of wood 
in labor-starved Britain by fur- 
niture makers and joiners as 
vell as aircraft workers—was 


regarded by Luftwaffe pilots as 
their worst enemy,

E HAVILLAND has lost two 

of his three sons in airplane 

crashes, and has devoted a 
lifetime to aviation. Now 73 
vears old, he is still one of the 
most forward-looking men in 
aviation

fumed Mocquito; engineering

The De Havilland team de- 
cided in the mid-1940s on a bold 


shortcut to the future: 
a new airplane, but a 
10 years ahead of any other 
aircraft being planned. Its per- 
formance: nearly 500 miles per 
hour at 40,000 feet, twice the 
speed and twice the altitude of 
any other airliner; its name, 
the Comet. 

De Havilland’s submitted this 
dramatic idea to the Govern- 
ment and BOAC, and both or- 
dered Comets off the drawing 
board in 1946 On July 25, 
1949, the world’s first jet air- 
liner was rolled out of the 
hangal

Patching Worn 

HERE may be a few people 
T who enjoy refinishing floors, 

but to most of us it’s just 
plain work and work is some- 
thing that there is plenty of in 
this world without asking for 
more. 

One way to avoid having to 
refinish your floors is to keep 
the finish well protected by 
wax. Another good way is to 
patch the finish just as soon as 
| it shows signs of wear. 

There are certain areas of a 
floor that take more wear than 
others. These spots are around 
the doors and the traffic lanes. 
As soon as you notice the finish 
beginning to wear in _ these 
spots, patch it up and you'll be 
saving yourself a lot of work 
at some future date. 

If the floor has a varnish 
finish, wipe the worn area clean 
with turpentine and then sand 
to.make it smooth. Now several 
thin coats of varnish are applied 
to the worn spot. If the finish

Worn spots on-a floor with a 
shellac finish can be patched in 
much the same way using shel- 
lac for all coats of the patch 
instead of varnish. Before ap- 
plying the shellac, the wood can 
be tinted with a stain if it has 


become so worn that it is 
lighter than the surrounding 
wood. 


Floors finished with a wood 
seal are the easiest to patch for 
all you have to do here is to 
remove the wax from the area 
with turpentine, sand the wood 
lightly and then brush on some 
of the wood seal. 

If you let an area where the 
finish has worn off go too long 
the wood that is exposed will 
become so soiled that it won't 
respond to a wiping with tur- 
pentine or even soap and water. 
What you must do then is to 
bleach the wood to a lighter 
color with a wood bleach and 
then tint with wood stain to get 
it to match the rest of the weod.

One hundred of these tiny 
objects, if placed end to end, 
would measure hardly an inch

The slipper animalcule has 
tiny, hairlike growths on the 
outside.

THIS LITTLE ANIMAL keeps 
its shape, and has a mouth of a 
sort. Food is made up largely 
of bacteria (tiny members of 
the plant world which are even 


smaller than slipper animal- 
cules). 
Instead of having a single 


nucteus, the slipper animalcule 
has two of them, One 1s sev- 
eral times the size of the other. 

The front half and rear half 
of the slipper contain almost 
the same things, but only the 
one half has a gullet.
